of these prejudices are excessively whim- 
sical and absurd, but they exist and are 
despotic none the less. Women are par- 
ticularly given to the indulgence of these 
prejudices. Consider the difference made 
in measuring the respectability of a man 
and of a Woman engaged in the same kinds 
of business. For instance, the man super- 
intends the dinning-room, and a woman 
the bed-chambers of a hotel. The man has 
a far more perfect entree to the society of 
gentleman than the woman has to the so- 
ciety of ladies. Society in general—and 
woman in particular—considers it far more 
respectable for a man to plow or split rails 
for wages. than for a woman to do the 
ay. A man 
in a machine shop is believed to 
be far higher in the social scale than a wo-, 
man working at her loom in a cotton fac- 
tory. A young gentleman-clerk, well- 
dressed and of good family, finds himself 
welcomed by society to its most exclusive 
re-unions; a P gine | lady-clerk, his sister 
may be, would not be thought of when the 
ecards of invitation are sent out. A man 
teaches school and, if he be educated, or 
can get the people to believe in him, and is 
agreeable, he may go where he pleases and 
is. welcomed in the best circles. A woman 
every way his equal in accomplishments, 
is also a teacher. She does her work faith- 
fully and nobly, and is not admitted to 
these so-called best circles at all, or if at 
all (for the sake of old acquaintance, or of 
some respected man to whom she may be 
kin), with a patronizing tolerance that is 
in itself intolerable. I can not be mistaken 
wken I say, that there is not a strictly fash- 
ionable circle in any of our cities that 
would not prefer for its entertainments the 
veriest “ Flora McFlimsey,” without mind 
or culture, to the most noble and accom- 
lished Christian woman who “earns her 
aily bread” by teaching school.

LETTER FROM ABROAD. 


Drought—Bad Condition of the 
Carolinas—Gov. Bullock not so 
Bad, Comparatively Speaking— 
A Monstrosity, etc. 


From Our Regular Correspondent. ] 


YARBOROUGH HOUSE, 
Ra.LeEIFH, N.C., September 24, 1869. 


Dear Colonel: I promised to write you and 
will do it, although my letter may contain 
little that isinteresting. My trip through 
Chester and Richland and York Districts in 
South Carolina, and also my route through 
this State, has discovered that we,in Up- 
per Georgia, are not the only sufferers by 
the hot dry weather of the past summer. 
Lhave not only taken observations from 
the cars, but I have also traveled 7 
the country in a sae conveyance,‘gnd I 
have not seen asingle field of corn or cot- 
ton, that will produce balf a erop. As to 
the corn on uplands it is literally burnt 
up, and there are hundreds and hundreds of 
acres that will not produce a bushel to the 
acre. This prospect for crops, with the 
radical taxation to which the people of 
these two States are subjected, combine to 
make a great deal of discontent. As bad 
as Bullock is, and as unscrupulous as his 
conduct has been, he has not been able to 
inflict upon us one-half which Scott and 
Holden, assisted by a carpet-bag Legisla- 
ture, have put upon the people of North 
and South Carolina. The taxationin South 
Carolina is one dollar and five cents, be- 
sides a special tax, and here the State tax 
is 35, tae special tax 42, and the County 
tax an average of about 75, making a total 
of $1 52 cents on every hundred dollars 
worth of property. You are not allowed 


cal assessor passes around and estimates it 
for you. The appropriations here, last 
year, amounted to upwards of twenty-six 
millions of dollars, one-third of which was 
divided among lobbyists and radical poli- 
ticians, Traveling makes one conserva- 
tive, and after finding how easily and suc- 
cessfully these Governors, and their satel- 
lites, have stolen millions of the people’s 
money, I am not halfso grieved over Bul- 
lock’s paltry thirty-five thousand, and lam 
almost ready to enter into a contract with 
him, that he may take thirty-five thousand 
per annum, tothe end of his term, provided 
he will keep the rest of the party out ofthe 
Treasury. 
At Greenesboro I spent three days. Iti 
avery pleasant town, of about three or 
four thousand people, most of whom are 
old settlers, and are a refined and educated 
eople. It is here that Jno. A. Gilmer 
hvets and it is also the home of Col. Ruf- 
fin and Ev-Gov. Morehead. It has a 
Handle Factory in very successful opera- 
tion. So great is the demand for their 
work, that one single house in Baltimore, 
I am told, purchases their entire product, 
although they are running a number of 
lathes, which turn out several thousand to 
the lathe daily. There is, also, located 
here a Quercitron Factory, and for fear 
that some of your readers, like myself, 
may not know the meaning of the word, I 
willinform them that it is a distillery of 
Oak Bark, thus making it more valuable 
either for dyeing or tanniug. The works 
cost about filteen thousand dollars, and are 
said to be very profitable. Last, but not 
least in the estimation of the people, isa 
large Whisky distillery, that grinds up 
about four to five hundred bushels of corn 
and wheat per day, and sends it outin 
barrels of liquid fire, to produce poverty, 
theft and wurder throughout the land. 

At this point, I learned from several re- 
liable mo pious citizens, of one of the 
strangest occurrences that has ever hap- 
ned in that or any other State. <A cow, 
belonging to a Methodist minister, living 
six miles from Greensboro, gave birth to 
a negro baby. The head and face, and all 
the upper part of the animal, are unmis- 
takably those of a negrochild, and the 
lower part that of a calf. The gentleman 
who informed me of it is ahighly respon- 
sible citizen, and he was so deeply disgust- 
ed that he declined totalk aboutit. I hope 
the disciples of Ariel did not draw any 
conclusions from it. I assure you I almost 
regret that I ever heard it, and I have hes- 
itated to write you about it. 

Raliegh appears to be improving. It is 
the only place I have seen since I left At- 
lanta, where I have discovered any evi- 
dence of life.
